- ishing, for I was speaking of a lady who, at the age of nineteen months, had suffered the com- 
plete loss, through illness, of the powers of sight, hearing and speech. 


In a general way, the story of Miss Helen Kel- 
ler‘s life is known to the reading public through 
the pages of her fascinating autobiography, pub- 
lished in 1905. I shall, therefore, content myself 
with paying a tribute of sincere admiration to 
Mrs. John Albert Macy (Miss Anne Mansfield 8ul- 
livan) to -whose devotion, patience and skill it is 
due that Miss Keller is today a graduate of Rad- 
cliffe, a charming conversationalist and a keen 
and interested spectator of everything that goes 
on in the world and will proceed to an account of 
one of the most agreeable and interesting inter- 
views in which it has ever been my good fortune 
to take part. 

In order to appreciate the significance of the 
interview, it is necessary that the reader should 
realize that there is a distinct Helen Keller; that 
this witty, adroit and well informed woman is in 
no sense a mere reflection in the mental field of 
Mrs. Macy or of anyone else, and that so far 
from being under the intellectual domination of 
her friends, she follows a highly Independent tide 
of thought and takes the greatest pleasure in ar- 
guing against her friends in support of her con- 
victions. 


Not a Mental Reflection, but 
Develops Her Own Impressions 


MAY note two instances in support of this 
| view of Miss Keller's character. In religion 

Miss Keller follows the teachings of Sweden- 
berg, although no other member of the family, 
and no one amongst her friends, belongs to that 
sect; whilst her adhesion to Socialism originate, 
and still persists despite the fact that her dearest 
frend, Mrs. Macy, whose influence must have been 
greater than that of any other with whom she 
has been brought in contact, is strongly opposed 
tv the Bocialist movement. 

The only preparation she had for my talk with 
Miss Keller who, it must be remembered, is stfl 
totally blind and totally deaf, ti@ugh no longer 
dumb, was that I was told that when I wished to 
speak to her I must let her place her fingers 
ugainst my lips. 

Shortly after my arrival at her home in Wren- 
tham, Miss Keller entered the room. She walked 
toward me without hesitation, and as we shook 
hands, vlaced her fingers against my lips. Speak- 
ing in my ordinary voice, without any attempt to 
exaggerate the distinctness of my words or to de- 
erease the speed of my ordinary speech, I said: 

“I'm very glad to meet you; your name has of 
course, been familiar to me for a long time.” 

Miss Keller smiled and replied at once, speak- 
ing with ease and distinctness: ‘And your name 
to me. I was very much interested some years 

o tn the Boer War, and I read your book on the 
subject.” 

“You are an Englishman,” she continued, “and 
there is one thing I long to visit England for, 
your hedge-rows. You know how fond I am of 
our New England stone walls, but I realize what 
a pecuflar beauty there must be in the hedges, the 
beauty of life and of growth.” 

This love for stone wails Miss Keller has ex- 
pressed very finely and vigorously in her “Song 
ef the Stone Wall,” written in blank verse, from 
which the following lines describing the landing 
of the Pilgrim Fathers, are taken:

For my part I had no difficulty in understand- 
ing everything Miss Keller said, except when. her 
vivacity and mental alertness ran away with her 
and she spoke very rapidly. Her voice is in. no 
was disagreeable, its only peculiarity being a lit- 
tle excess of distinctness and a marked separa- 
tion of the syllables in long words. This is off- 
set, however, by @ perfectly natural variation in 
the pitch and tone of the voice and by the employ- 
ment of emphasis perfectly adjusted. to the 
thought in her mind.

Probably the +history of the American people 
can be searched in vain for such another rejec- 
tion of opportunity by a man in high station. 
Everything was ready at his hand. The tariff of 
extortions had been eonvicted.

Who but Mr. Roosevelt could have advised Mr. 
| Taft to disregard the people and take up with the 
elder statesmen? 

On this point we now-have some evidence that 
was not at hand when the Payne-Aldrich bill was 
put through. Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Taft are 
no longer friends. When they parted company last 
spring, Mr. Roosevelt in April cruelly “published 
this private letter received by him from Mr. Taft 
in 1909, the year of the Payne-Aldrich legisla- 
tion: | 

I can never forget that the power I now ex- 
ercise was voluntarily transferred from you to 
me and that I am under obligation to you to 
see to it that your judgment in selecting me as 
your successor and bringing about the selec- 
tion shall be vindicated according to the 
standard which you and I in conversation 
have always formulated. 

Can anybody. suppose that a President who re- 
garded the majestic power that he exercised as 
“voluntarily transferred” to him by one whom 
he was “under obligations” to “see that his judg- 
ment in selecting him as his successor should be 
vindicated” would have signed the Payne-Aldrich 
bill without the advice and consent of his over- 
lord and principal? 

It must be admitted that a man elected to the 
Presidency of the United States by the votes of 
more than 7,000,000 free men, no matter how he 
came into a position to receive those votes, who 
could write such a letter as this, was not a free 
agent. He was a proxy. What he did he did with 
his principal's consent. He did nothing at that 
time without his consent. 

Proof of this is found in another of Mr. Taft's 
public confessions. Speaking at Boston on the 
25th of April, 1912, on the subject of the rec'pro- 
city agreement with Canada, the most important 
measure originated by him during his term, he 
said: 

I consulted Mr. Roosevelt 10 daye before | 
made the agreement, explained in full its 
probable terma, stated the arguments pro and 
con, eepecially the effect of it on agricultural 
preducts, asked him to cenfer with his col. 
leagues of the Outlook as to its wisdom and 
public benefit and let me know his and their 
judgment. Mr. Roosevelt replied approving 
the agreement in the most enthusiastic terms 
= complimenting me for having brought it 








in 1910, and after Canadian reciprocity had been 
carried by Democratic votes, only to be rejected 
by Canada, bills revising the tariff downward soon 
found their way to the White House. We have 
seen that Mr. Roosevelt heartily indorsed Ca- 
nadian reciprocity, although he has since attacked 
it, as he has attacked many other persons and 
things after death. It is to be supposed that he 
did not speak also in the vetoes, which were the 
only Executive answer to the people’s demahd for 
a reduction in the cost of living. 

Mr. Taft was not at that time “vindicating the 
judgment” of the people in making him President. 
He was concerned only in “vindicating the judg- 
ment” of the.man who had “voluntarily +~ans- 
ferred” the presidency to him. He was fullowing 
his example, if not hig.orders. Mr. Roosevelt had 
not quarreled with Aldrich and Cannon and Dal- 
zell. Why should his proxy break with them? 

We come now to the disagreement between Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Taft. What occasioned it? 
Does anybody know? Has.a word been spoken or 
written by Mr. Taft or Mr. Roosevelt that ex- 
plains it? It certainly did not arise over the 
Payne-Aldrich bill, for Mr. Roosevelt was silent 
at that time. It was not brought about by Ca- 
nadian reciprocity, for Mr. Roosevelt hearii'y ap- 
proved of the policy. The Democratic-Republican 
measures reducing the cost of living had nothing 
to do with it, for Mr, Roosevelt made no jotest 
against the vetoes. If Mr. Roosevelt. did not in 
specific terms approve every act of mr. Taft in 
all these matters he never opposed one of them, 
Except as to Canadian reciprocity, we have abso- 
lutely no word from him on these subjects, which 
have divided a nation, even now. 

The obvious question then is: Did he deliber- 
ately lure the President to destruction? Did he 
encourage him to follow his own example until 
ruin stared him and his party in the face? Did 
he then demand of him that he perform the last 
great act of a proxy and stand aside? Did he 
say to Mr. Taft, “I put you where you are and 
you have acknowledged the fact; I now call upon 
you to withdraw in my, favor, for I am ready 
once more to assume the powers which I ‘volun- 
tarily transferred’ to you.” 

What other disagreement has arisen between 

Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt? Mr. Hilles, former- 
ly President Taft’s secretary and now chairman 
of the Republican National Committee says that 
Mr. Roosevelt did not finaily decide ta be a can- 
didate for a third term until the Taft adminis- 
tration instituted proceedings against the Sieel 
Trust. In that ‘suit the government set up the 
claim that when Mr, Roosevelt authorized the 
merger of Tennessee Coal and-Iron with the Steel 
Trust he was deceived by Messrs. Gary and Frici. 
Mr, Hilles says that Mr. Roosevelt was particu’arly 
incensed at this imputation and had remarked 
more than once that he would “rather be called 
a knave than a fool.” 
/ When Mr. Taft refused to get out of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s way it became necessary for the principa! 
to make a case against his proxy that would 
conceal in some degree the personel relationship 
that had existed. It would not de for a private 
citizen to too openly to crack the whip over the 
President of the United States. Unscrupulous in 
this, as in other things, Mr. Roosevelt therefore 
organized his “contesting” delega'ions to the Na- 
tional Convention and prepared the elaburate 
groundwork for the bolt that has since taken 
place. 

The ex-President has talked and written almost 
ceaselessly since the Chicago convention, but the 
records will be searched in vain for a specific in- 
dictment of his proxy except that he refused to 
give up his place or order. The whole Roosevelt 
movement rests not upon any true governmental 
principle, but upon the claim that the proxy 

“stole” a renomination against the wishes 2f his 
principal. That is the mortal offense. 

‘Why the proxy became unruly may be judged 
as well by one man as by another. He was an 


honest proxy to begin with, and he actually be- 


lieved that his principal was in earnest when he 
said that he had no third-term ambitions. Fis 
mind moves slowly. He felt that even proxies 
have some rights. rie knew that he had gerveii 
Mr. Roosevelt. faithfully. The injustices and the 
brutality of the principal in ordering him off the 
premises, wnere he had held tue fort so ‘ong for 
Mr. Roosevelt’s old guard bosses, cut him to the 
auick. He no doubt felt that he had been tricked 
It must have been heart-breaking to one wio 
had resisted the people in the service of Theodore 
Roosevelt to find that he had been sacrificed to the 
ambition of a man who was seeking to deiiver 
him up to the same people as a victim of their 
wrath and who hoped to profit by the operati.:. 
He could not understand the unscrupulous charac- 
ter of his dearest friend who, one day the counse]- 
lor and associate of stand-patters, became over 
night the most radical leader of the Progressives, 
with no issue but a personal one. He hardly he- 
lieves it even now. 

This explains why the White House is a lonely 
place. Its occupant lost the people in the service 
of MP Roosevelt and the interests Mr. Roosevelt 
favored.

**Old Abe,’’ the War Hagle. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Having noticed conflicting statements in your 
paper regarding “Old Abe,” the Wisconsin war 


eagle, and being a native of that State myself, I 
happen to have authentic information concerning 
the famous bird which might be of interest to 
other readers. 

Old Abe was caught while a young bird, in 1861, 
by an Indian in Northern Wisconsin, and sold to 
a farmer’s wife for a sack of corn, She in turn 
sold the bird for $2.60 to Company C of the Eighth 
Wisconsin regiment, who afterward became 
known as the “Eau Claire Eagles.” He remained 
with the regiment for the next three years, being 
in 36 battles and always perched near the color 
bearer. He was slightly wounded once. In battle 
his soream was wild and commanding, which 
seemed to be an inspiration to the soldiers. 

In 1864 he was presented to the State of Wis- 
eonsin, and the Capitol then became his home. 
In the meantime his value had greatly enhanced, 
as the company, at the beginning of the march 
was offered $200 for him; on arriving at St, Louis, 
$500 was offered for him, and after the end of the 
war, when he had become famous, P. T. Barnum, 
the great showman, is said to have tried to buy 
him for $20,000, but he was not for sale. 

In the winter of 1881, paints and oils in a room 
near his, caught fire and the smoke and fumes 
affected him so that tn March of that year he 
died in the arms of his keeper. His body was 
then mounted on a perch, similar to the way he 
“marched” in battle, and remained in the Capitol 
until the morning of Feb, 27, 1904, when the State 
Capitol burned and Old Abe, the War Bagle, with 
everything else in the G. A. R. Memorial Hall was 
destroyed by fire.

Kept in solitary confinement in the Milan prison. 
she lives in a gloomy cell where the window is 
never allowed to be opened and all kinds of 
vermin have collected. Her once splendid figure 
is twisted with rheumatism, She is permitted a 
15-minute walk in the prison yard twice a week, 
when her face is covered with a cloth. No can- 
dle or other light has been given her since she 
entered, so that she spends most of the time in 
utter darkness, She is only allowed to change 
her prison clothes once a month and to bathe once 
in three. Her food consists of bread, coffee and 
thin soup and macaroni once a week, She has 
neither employment nor books. She began to 
write memoirs of her adventurous life, but the 
authorities stopped her. 

This life, led for four years, {s a terrible con* 
trast to former days. Though not classically 
beautiful, Countess Tarnowska had a fatal charm 
that threw a spell on all men who talked to her 
She has been more courted than any woman ig 
Russia. Her lovers have committed suicide, falles 
in. duels and even done murder for her sake 
Count Komorowski was one of the last. Her ex 
travagance had brought her to semi-ruin. hep 
husband fled from her rather than see her flirtas 
tions, and Komorowski insured his Mfe for her 
benefit. for $1,000,000. She persuaded a boy lover, 
IXaumoff, to kill him tn Venice, Some gondoliersa 
and the boy’s lack of nerve betrayed her Shé 
stood her trial with wonderful cleverness asd 
almost persuaded the fascinated jury of her fnno- 
cence. But facts and public opinion were too much 
for her. 

She is of Irish extraction, being descended from 
an O'Rourke who settled in Russia in Cromwell's 
days. Her aged father visits her in prison once 
in every three months, taking a five days’ jour- 
ney from his vast Russian estates each time. The 
famous Italian autHoress, Anna Vivanti, also has 
rermission to see her four times a year. The father 
has shut himself out from the gay world and has 
a room prepared in his country palace for |

tion of the Countess’ life has broken a silence of 
ycars, as Count O'Rourke never talks 
daughter.

BUILDING IS PRAISED 


Grand Lodge Session Will Bring 
Many Visitors on Date for 
Notable Event. 


That the new Masonic Infirmary on 
Delmar boulevard west of Union, 
which is to be: dedicated Sept. 24, is 
the finest Masonic institution in the 
country is the assertion of the di- 
rectors of the Masonic Home, who al- 
80 serve in an executive capacity for 
the infirmary. The building and its 
furnishings cost slightly over $100,000 
and the heating plant in the neighbor- 
hood of $25,000, according to Dorsey 
A. Jamison, a St. Louis member of 
the directorate. ; 

Ground was broken Jan. 10, 1911, 
and the cornerstone laid March 18 of 
the same year, The infirmary proper, 
of.. which. Frederick C. Bonsack is 
architect, was opened for occupancy 
in August, 1912, and the, swiftness of 
its completion is considered a record 
for a building of its size and char- 
acter. 

The material is mainly red brick 
and limestone, with carved bases, cap- 
itals and cornices. The building con- 
sists of. three pavilions, the center 
one, which is set further back, being 
four stories and containing the of- 
fices and main assémbly rooms. The 
two wings, three stories each, con-. 
tain the male and female wards. 

Emergency Light Plant. 

Behind the main building is the 
power plant, from which it is possible 
to generate light in an emergency, 
and the recreation grounds. East of 
the infirmary is the Masonic Orphans’ 
Home. The infirmary has accommo- 
dations for 140 patients. 

The funds for the building were volun- 
tary contributions from Masonie bodies 
throughout the State, supplemented by 
several] large individual donations. . The 
officers of the Masonic: Home and the 
Infirmary are: :

The dedication ceremonies Tuesday, 
Sept. 24, will be preceeded by fa 
parade in which it is expected that 
7600 Masons will participate.

p. m. The route, subject to change, 
will be north on King’s highway to 
Delmar and west on Delmar to the 
Masonic Home grounds.

On arriving’ at; the grounds the 
procession will be met by a reception 
committee of BDastern Star members. 
The program for the dedication cere- 
monies has not yet been definitely 
fixed, but will include music and 
speeches. All orders will be in full 
regalia and several bands will be in 
line.
